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Coulee course waiting green light

A proposed 18-hole, cham¬ 
pionship golf course for 
Didsbury is waiting for a green 
light to begin construction. 

Roy Sackett, President of 
Westmount Properties Inc., 
developer of the project, said 
funding is in place and con¬ 
struction will begin once they 
get the go-ahead from overseas 
investors. 

"We have just received an 
update from Hong Kong," 
Sackett said. "There will be 
another delay in our start up 
time for which we apologize. 
You can rest assured the ac¬ 
quisition will undoubtedly hap¬ 
pen. It has been frustrating for 


all of us, but the end result will 
be well worth our wait." 

Plans to build the golf 
course, clubhouse and residen¬ 
tial development in the coulee 
north east of Didsbury were an¬ 
nounced last July. Sackett said 
all the plans made public then 
are still in place. 

Planned is a 185 acre de¬ 
velopment which will include 
the championship golf course, 
clubhouse with meeting rooms 
and a dining room, a pro shop, 
driving range, motel, tennis 
courts and a 30 unit villa. Sixty 
residential lots bordering the 
course are also to be de¬ 
veloped. 

Construction of the project, 


to be called Rosebud Valley 
Links, is expected to begin 
sometime within the next 2 
months. Sackett said construc¬ 
tion will be in phases, begin¬ 
ning with the course, then the 
residential developments and 
the clubhouse, and finishing 
with the motel and tennis 
courts. 

While the delays in the 
project have left many wonder¬ 
ing if it will ever actually hap¬ 
pen, Sackett said Didsbury will 
get a new golf course. 

"Nothing is definite until it 
happens," he said. "But this is 
coming to Didsbury for sure." 
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No jobs lost in new hospital budget

A cut of over $90,000 from 
the Mountain View Health Care 
Centre's budget has put the 
hospital in tight constraints but 
does not mean staff will be los¬ 
ing jobs. 

Dennis Stabbler, hospital 
administrator for the Health 
Care Centre, said the budget, 
passed by the hospital board 
last week, manages to cover 
shortfalls left by the cut in the 
hospital's acute care funding. 

"We have made some cuts 
as a result of the funding 
change in both long term care 
and acute care," said Stabbler. 
"But that mostly comes from 
putting a hiring freeze on posi¬ 
tions. We have 4 or 5 positions 
that are vacant which we will 
just not fill, so in actual fact no 
one has lost their job." 

Concern over staffing and 
program cuts came last month 
when changes to the formal for 
calculating acute care funding 
for rural hospital were an¬ 
nounced. The changes called 
for 43 rural hospitals, including 
the Mountain View Health Care 
Centre and the Olds Hospital, 
to be incorporated into a fund¬ 
ing plan already in place for the 
larger city hospitals. 

Under this new system, 
which bases funding on an 
average length of stay for each 


patient depending on the type 
of care they need, the Health 
Care Centre experienced a 
$90,667 cut in funding for this 
year as compared to last year. 

"We did get extra money 
from the Emergency depart¬ 
ment," said Stabbler. "We got 
an additional $22,000 because 
the funding was based on 
volume rather than the type of 
treatments, so we were for¬ 
tunate with that." 

But Stabbler said that while 
the hospital managed to keep 
all the staff in place for this 
year, they may not be as lucky 
for 1993. 

"We already know that 
there will only be a 2'/i percent 
increase for next year and we 
feel we will have to use the ad¬ 
ditional dollars because of the 
acute care funding," said Stab¬ 
bler. ' Right now, our staff is 
pared to a minimum so what 
we will have to look at next is 
how the hospital runs." 

Stabbler said reviewing 
hospital operations means that 
he will look at what services 
could be cut. Surgery and 
emergency care are two that 
the hospital may decide to drop 
if funding continues to dry up. 

"But we don't want any¬ 
one to start panicking about 
this," Stabbler said. "These are 
only options. There hasn't been 


any decisions made. It just come to see where we could acute care, long term care and

Waste authority 
receives grant 

The Mountain View Regional Solid Waste Authority has 
been awarded a $628,000 grant through Alberta's Action on 
Waste program toward the cost of waste transfer stations 
constructed at Olds and Sundre. Details of the grant were an¬ 
nounced by Olds-Didsbury Constituency M.L.A. Roy 
Brassard and Alberta Environment Minister Ralph Klein. 

"I am pleased that we have been able to assist the Moun¬ 
tain View Authority with funding for these transfer stations," 
said Mr. Brassard. "These facilities were sorely needed in the 
area." 

Mr. Klein added, "Our goal through Action on Waste is 
to assist municipalities to reduce the amount of wastes being 
landfilled. I am pleased the municipalities in the County of 
Mountain View are developing a regional waste manage¬ 
ment system." 

Grant funds are being provided through the Action on 
Waste Capital Assistance Program and will be used to offset 
costs for the recycling portion of the waste transfer stations 
constructed at Olds and Sundre in 1989. Mr. Klein agreed in 
1989 to provide funding for the transfer stations provided 
they were part of a regional waste management system. The 
County of Mountain View; the town of Didsbury, Olds and 
Sundre; and the Village of Cremona have joined together to 
form the Mountain View Regional Solid Waste Authority and 
are developing a regional waste management system. Addi¬ 
tional funding for the system will be provided through Alber¬ 
ta's Waste Management Assistance Program as funds are 
available.

Being what my family likes to refer to as a "tree hugger", I try 
to be very conscious of what my actions are doing to the environ¬ 
ment. That means I try to run my house on a biodegradable level; 
using goods ranging from laundry soap to face soap that are natural 
and harmless when flushed down into the water system. I try to 
make the same effort with anything that has to leave my house, 
which means, of course, buying items that are reduced in packag¬ 
ing, can be reused, returned or recycled. 

And while I have met many people in this town who are striv¬ 
ing to make the same efforts in light of the dangers of pollution, the 
town as a municipal body certainly isn’t. 

Didsbury, in terms of town recycling efforts, is light years 
behind the smaller towns of Sundre and Cremona and is even 
behind Olds. While no one expects Didsbury to neccessarily 
become a leader in recycling, the town hasn't even made an effort 
to follow. For example, this town doesn't have a newspaper recyc¬ 
ling box and effort to get one have stretched out over several 
months. 

A large part of the problem, as I see it, is the lack of a town en¬ 
vironmental committee. I find the lack of such an entity within 
Didsbury surprising considering the concern this county as a whole 
is experiencing over landfill space. Every other municipality in this 
area formed environmental committees long ago, why not 
Didsbury? 

The lack of a town environmental committee is short sighted to 
say the least. Other community committes are snatching away the 
funds government is currently offering to start recycling and waste 
reduction programs. Didsbury is going to miss the bus on these 
funds if we don't get something started now. That money certainly 
won't be available forever. 

Besides the funding issue, the truth is Didsbury can't afford not 
to look at alternative solutions to landfilling waste. Everyone knows 
the room for landfills are running out, and everyone knows the 
kind of environmental damage this method of disposing garbage is 
creating. And if town council wants to attract more people and 
more business to Didsbury, they have to be able to offer the kind of 
environmentally-friendly services people are looking for these 
days. 

It's time to do something about this problem. I'm willing to sit 
on the environmental committee and I'd like to see anyone else 
with the same concerns out to the next town council meeting on 
April 21 at 7:30 p.m. The first 15 minutes of each council meeting is 
open for the public to come in and ask questions. Let's do that.

Fiscal responsibility wanted 


Dear Editor: 

I want to thank The Review 
for printing my letter headed 
"Monetary System Flunked" 
March 24. In it I explained this 
country's debt, oppressive taxes 
and the general breakdown we

"Any political party that 
would challenge and change this 
unlovely system faces a certain 
media blackout, as the establish¬ 
ment that profits from the system 
owns or controls most of the 
media You can tell how the 
various parties stand on this 
crucial and almost unmention¬ 
able issue (the monetary system) 
by the publicity they do or don't 
get Although the Confederation 
of Regions Party did well in the 


New Brunswick election and now 
forms the official opposition 
there, it gets almost no publicity. 
It makes no deals with The 
Establishment. If it did, its 
reason for being would cease to 
exist." 

Other parts omitted included 
numerous Bible references to 
usury and the comment that 
bank employees could just as well 
be doing the bookwork for a 
legitimate system. 

The Confederation of Re¬ 
gions Party started out around 
1980as a group called West-Fed, 
concerned that the Trudeau 
government was destroying the 
Canada we knew.

Budget and the strategy to deal 
with the significant decline in our 
resource revenue of over $1.2 
billion. No one likes a deficit, 
that's for sure, but I believe it is a 
good budget given the circum¬ 
stances.

Total agriculture assistance 
will exceed $730 million this year,

Although we have the best 
expenditure management record 
in Canada, we will continue to 
eliminate spending where possi¬ 
ble and have taken legislative 
steps to do so. 

Government employment 
will be reduced by 1,000 positions 
making the civil service smaller 
than it was 15 years ago. The 
hiring freeze and the freeze on 
management salaries will be 
extended to March 31, 1993 and 
the MLAs' salaries, frozen tor the 
past 3 years, will continue to be 
frozen until March 1994. Pension 
liabilities will be reduced by $4.3

Dry, warm weather across of 
the Alberta plains, during 
March, resulted in a further 
decrease in the estimated spring 
runoff. On April 1, 1992, the 
spring snowmelt runoff was 
forecast as below-normal to 
normal in the far northern areas 
of Alberta. Spring runoff is in 
progress in central Alberta and 
complete in southern Alberta. In 
the southern Alberta plains, low 
soil moisture, combined with 
little or no snow on the ground, 
produced very little runoff this 
spring East-central Alberta de¬ 
spite the average to above-aver¬ 
age snow pack accumulation this 
season, has had much-below- 
normal to below-normal runoff 
this spring. 

On April 1, 1992, mountain 
snowpeak was below-average in 
the South Saskatchewan River 
basin headwaters, ranging from 
60 to 90 per cent of average. The

monton-Lloydminster area 

Water storage in most of the 
major irrigation and hydroelectric 
reservoirs is at normal levels of 
the season, which is similar to 
this time last year. 


As of April 1st, natural 
streamflow volumes for the 
irrigation season, from May to 
September 1992, are forecast to 
be below-average for all major 
river basins. The volume fore¬ 
casts as a per cent of average are 
presented in the following table.

Triggers determine NISA payments 


While Alberta farmers will 
be receiving Net Income Stabili¬ 
zation Account (NISA) forms for 
1991 soon, they will have 
different rules for payouts than 
during the program's first year 

Farmers who filled out NISA 
forms for 1990 were mailed 1991 
forms last week Federal officials 
say this will allow most producers 
to complete their NISA applica¬ 
tions at the same time as their 
1991 income tax returns. How- 
ever, the NISA application 
deadline is J une 30. 

One of two criteria, or 
triggers, will have to be met for 
farmers to receive NISA pay¬ 
ments for 1991. NISA allows 
farmers to deposit up to two per 
cent of their eligible net sales into 
an individualized "savings" ac¬ 
count. These deposits are match¬ 
ed by the federal and provincial 
governments with each contribu¬ 
ting half. 

During the program's first 
year of operation the normal 
withdrawal rules were suspend¬ 
ed. For 1991, withdrawals will be 
triggered by either a stabilization 
or minimum income mechanism. 
The stabilization trigger is pulled 
when a farmer's gross margin- 
net sales minus eligible ex- 
penses-falls below the previous 
five year average (or portion 
thereof). The minimum income 
trigger applies when net income 
from all sources falls below 
$10,000 This minimum may be

doubled to $20,000 if the farmer 
is married or supports de¬ 
pendents. 

"Both of these triggers 
apply to a low income year and 
allow farmers access to their 
NISA account," says Good. "The 
stabilization trigger also makes 
the Schedule D of your applica¬ 
tion very important," he adds 
This schedule, "Retroactive 
gross margin calculation", is 
used to determine the gross 
margin for the 1990 taxation 
year, the average of 1990 and 
1989, and the average of 1988 
through 1990. 

"By choosing the highest 
gross margin possible, you may 
be entitled to the stabilization 
trigger for 1991, if your 1991 
margin was lower than the 
previous years," he says 

Good says Federal Support 
Adjustment Measures I (F SAM I) 
is a continuation of last year's 
program and is based on one and 
one half per cent of net eligible 
sales. Since NISA is the vehicle 
used to distribute FSAM support, 
the FSAM I entitlement is 
exempted from the withdrawal 
triggers. 

To receive the full FSAM I 
payment, producers should auto-

matically contribute the maxi¬ 
mum two per cent of their eligible 
net sales Good says. For 
example, on $100,000 of eligible 
net sales a producer can 
contribute $2,000 to NISA and 
earn $2,000 of matching govern¬ 
ment funds and $1,500 of FSAM I 
support If the producer didn't 
qualify for a triggered NISA 
payment, the producer's net cost 
(including the $40 administration 
fee) for $2,000 in government 
support would be $540 (producer 
contribution of $2,000 less $1,500 
in FSAM plus $40 administration 
fee). 

In another change, farmers 
can't use income from prior years 


to enhance their 1991 eligible net 
sales. "This was a special 
incentive only for year one of the 
program," notes Good. 

Grain fed to beef cattle, hogs 
and sheep still qualify for NISA 
purposes, however livestock pro¬ 
ducers and custom feeders will 
see a new form. Last year there 
was a separate coefficient form, 
and this year it will be part of 
Schedule A 

Two new appendices have 
been added to the application 
guide. Appendix A is a commod¬ 
ity list and line code listing the 
eligible NISA commodities and 
tells where to enter this 
information on the application 


form. The second appendix lists 
all program payments and line 
codes indicating which qualify for 
NISA support. 

Just over 39,000 Alberta 
farmers sent in NISA forms for 
the program's first year Their 
average eligible net sales were 
$56,338 Approximately $108 
million in direct benefits will go 
to Alberta producers from NISA's 
first year

Youths plead not guilty 


By Janice Harrington 

Three young boys, charged 
last month with sexual assault, 
plead not guilty in a Sundre 
Youth Court last week 

The boys, who cannot be 
identified under the Young 
Offenders Act, were charged by

Rancier said the boys will

Learning by action 

Emergency response units from Olds and Sundre 
and Mobil Oil Harmattan took part In a mock disaster 
scenario last Wednesday. Staging these disaster scen¬ 
arios and evaluating the community's response is part 
of an accreditation process hospitals must go through 
every 5 years. In this scenario, which took place in front 
of Mobil's Harmattan plant, a car hit a rail car full of 
molten sulphur, flipped over, and another car. swerving 
to miss the original accident hit a bus full of school kids. 
In the scenario, 40 people were injuried. Paramedics 
and firefighters from Olds and Sundre as well as the 
Olds Emergency Response team were called in to deal 
with the mock disaster. Mobil employees also used the 
scenario to practise their emergency procedures. 
Emergency personnel had to deal with injuries ranging 
from sulphur burns and inhalation to head injuries. 
Alberta Public Safety Service organized and evaluated 
the disaster.

When should you call an ambulance 


By Kathy Lloyd 

There are some circum¬ 
stances when it isn't obvious that 
an ambulance should be called. 

The rule of thumb recom¬ 
mended by Dr. Jim Thompson, 
Medical Director of Sundre 
Ambulance is always to call first, 
no matter what the emergency is. 
"It may very well be safe to 
transport a patient in a private 
vehicle but we can help deter¬ 
mine that and offer advice on 
how best to get the patient to 
emergency without complicating 
the condition," Dr Thompson 
explains 

Sundre Ambulance has an 
excellent response record, rival¬ 
ling that of major cities like 
Calgary On average, the in-town 
response time is less than 8 
minutes and the rural response 
time is less than 20 minutes 

In addition, the Sundre 
Ambulance is backed by the full 
trauma and life support staff and 
facilities at the Sundre General 
Hospital. "We are fully equipped 
and capable of helping patients 


from the minute we take the 
call," Dr Thompson adds 

Many people don't realize 
how much can be done over the 
phone to assist a patient even 
before the ambulance arrives. 
"It's important not to hang up 
after the emergency has been 
reported," urges John Rose, 
Manager of Sundre Ambulance. 

"That call has to be made 
first, though, before we can do 
anything," said Dr Thompson 
citing the example of a bee sting 
patient who was having difficulty 
breathing 

"We coached the caller on 
how to safely transport the 
patient and dispatched the 
ambulance to meet them en- 
route," he explained The patient 
might not have gotten care in 
time without that call being 
made 

In Sundre, the dispatchers 
are hospital nurses and can give 
medical assistance themselves or 
have a doctor brought in 
immediately They receive train¬ 


ing and yearly upgrading to 
perform their dispatching duties. 

"Dispatching is always an 
ambulance service's greatest 
obstacle," said Rose, but he 
believes these can be overcome 
in the Sundre area by public 
understanding of the ambulance 
system and the possibility of a 
911 system being implemented in 
the next five years. 

Alberta Health and ACT are 
presently looking into the feasi¬ 
bility of a regional emergency 
system for Central Alberta With 
party lines a thing of the past, it 
is now possible to institute a 
tri-services system where police, 
fire and both ground and air 
ambulances can be dispatched 
from the universal 911 number 

"All in all, I believe we can 
improve the ambulance service 
here by simply explaining our 
procedure to the public so they 
understand and know what to 
expect," Dr Thompson said

Linda Buschert, Purchasing 
Agent for K uelkers Manufactur¬ 
ing Ltd. said the stage was built 
by her company for the Calgary 


Stampede 

"It is the grandstand stage 
that they pull out after the 
chuckwagon races," Buschert 
said "The old one, which they 
called the Queen Mary, broke 
last year, so this is the Queen 
Mary II." 

The stage, made out of steel, 
is 35 feet wide by 100 feet long, 
and had to be manufactured in 
three pieces 


"It's a very impressive piece 
of equipment," Buschert said 
"It operates with hydraulics and 
has big wheels so it can move 
forward and sideways." 

Buschert' said the order to 
build the Queen Mary II came 
earlier this year 

"We were lucky to get it 
because we had the smallest run 
of hyd umps we have ever had 
this year," she said "The stage 


was a blessing because it kept the 
guys busy." 

The stage took 1,600 man 
hours, or 16 weeks worth of work 
to build It is worth over 
$100,000 

Buschert said K uelkers has 
been bidding on a variety of 
projects lately in an effort to 
diversify. 

"The state of the industry is 
such right now that if we totally 


depended on the agricultural 
field, we would have some guys 
out of work," she said. 

Besides the stage, Buschert 
said the company is also busy 
working on high compression 
balers that will be shipped for use 
here in Alberta, in Quebec and in 
Washington.

Twenty seconds are 
allocated to select a topic, one 
minute is allowed for idea 
collecting and note making Then 
the impromptu of 1-2 minutes in 
length is presented 
JUDGES SUGGESTIONS 

At each level of 4-H Public 
Speaking there are 3 judges who 
evaluate the speeches and give 
individual and group comments. 

The following are judges 
comments from District or Level 
Three Public Speaking 

1. Choose topics suitable to 
your age and knowledge level. A 
speaker's enthusiasm can be 
contagious. Once the audience is 
enthralled the speaker can relax 
and also enjoy the presentation 

2. Limit the informatic... you 
present to 3 or 4 major well 
developed points. Too much 
information along with too many 
statistics will be overwhelming 
rather than complimentary to a 
speech 

3. Where possible stress 
Canadian context For example: 
In the topic of Space Exploration 
a reference to Mark Carneau, 
Rita Bondair or the Canadarm 
would be appropriate 

4 The judges were impress¬ 
ed by the excellent eye contact 
that the speakers maintained 
with the audience Don't we all 
remember being in school and 
when we knew the teacher was 
looking at us we paid attention. 

5. Emphasis is important 
Voice changes catch the ear of 
the audience plus gestures can 
never be overlooked 

6 Impromptus teach think¬ 
ing and speaking on the spot In 
other words the brain is engaged 
before the mouth is put in gear 
Beware giving statistics in an 
impromptu situation as there is 
no time to check facts

Sucralose 
a new 
alternative 
to sugar 

The processing potential of a 
newly approved sweetener may 
be its most valuable use says an 
Alberta Agriculture product de¬ 
velopment specialist. 

"Sucralose meets the con¬ 
sumer expectation criteria of low 
calorie and natural quality,' plus 
has a benefit no other currently 
available low calorie sweetener 
has--it should be useable in 
cooking and baking," says Lorea 
Ladner of Alberta Agriculture's 
Food Processing Development 
Centre in Leduc. 

"From a food technologist 
standpoint, sucralose is exciting 
because it's stable under pro¬ 
cessing conditions of high tem¬ 
peratures and high acid," she 
adds. 

Some of the possible product 
applications are the same as 
other sugar alternatives such as 
aspartame in beverages. Sucra¬ 
lose could also be used in 
ketchups, salad dressings, jams 
and jellies, canned fruits and 
vegetables, ice cream, breakfast 
cereals, baking mixes, ready to 
bake doughs, sweetened pastries 
and pudding/pie fillers. 

Ladner says she sees appli¬ 
cations for the sweetener in the 
dietetic field including foods for 
diabetics. 

"Because sucralose was so 
recently given approval in Cana¬ 
da, we won't see products with 
sucralose in the near term The 
applied research for product 
development will take some time 
The biggest challenge, as always, 
will be consumer acceptability," 
she says. 

Sucralose is made from 
sucrose, or what is commonly 
called sugar While very similar 
to sugar's taste and physical 
form, sucralose has no calories 
and is 600 times sweeter than 
sugar This offers a tremendous 
calorie saving. For example, a 
fruit flavored drink's calories 
could be reduced by 98 per cent, 
a jelly by 50 per cent, or a fruit 
pie by about 37 per cent. 

Ladner notes because so little 
sucralose is needed in compari¬ 
son with sugar to make a product 
sweet, some bulking agent is 
required in baked goods to 
maintain volume. That wouldn't 
necessarily mean more calories 
she adds. "Combined with fat 
replacements, a final product 
could be very light in terms of 
both sugar and fats " 

Fifteen years were spent in 
development and extensive test¬ 
ing of sucralose, first discovered 
in Britain in 1976 It is non-toxic, 
non-carcinogenic and inherently 
biodegradable in the environ¬ 
ment.

Analyzing GRIP with 
a computer 


Understanding how the 
Gross Revenue Insurance Plan 
(GRIP) works is the key to fine 
tuning your farming and GRIP 
decisions says an Alberta Agri¬ 
culture farm management eco¬ 
nomist. 

“Even though GRIP is a year 
old, many farmers aren't familiar 
with important aspects of the 
program,” says Doug Duff of the 
farm business management 
branch. “And GRIP does have a 
role to play in seeding decisions 

“Analyzing GRIP on the 
individual farm level is necessary 
for farmers to achieve their best 
results Looking at your own farm 
is important, because the de¬ 
cisions a neighbor makes may not 
be the same decisions you should 
make." 

“In our consulting work at 
the farm business management 
branch, we've found a graphic 
approach in explaining the 
program has worked very well," 
he adds 


To assist in this graphic 
presentation, the farm business 
management branch developed a 
spreadsheet as an educational 
tool “It can present an in¬ 
dividual farmer's information in a 
graph and cut the time required 
to get a feel of how the various 
components of GRIP work to 
under 30 minutes," he says. 
“ It's not a substitute for detailed, 
technical, whole-farm analysis," 
he cautions
